3- *>rctf Scoft. Ruling Rocked Republic, Court Fell Into Disfavor

Washington 
(jp).—The 
supreme 


court, passing on "new deal" legisla- 
tion, has commanded unusual public 
Interest, yet the current stirring-of 
the citizenry is a small ridle com- 
pared with the nation-rocking tem- 
pest caused by the decision in the 
0red Scott case. 


That decision of the highest tri- 


bunal, holding that negro slaves or 
descendants of slaves could not be- 
come citizens and 
that congress 


could not prohibit slavery •in the ter- 
ritories, served to widen the rift be- 
tween the north and south which 
eventuated in civil war. 


. Scott, a • negro slave, had been 


taken by his master from Missouri, 
a slave state, to Illinois, a free state. 
ind thence to that part of the Lou- 
slana territory in which slavery was 
forbidden 
by the 
Missouri "com- 


promise act. 
He was taken back to 


Missouri and sold to another mas- 
er. 
Scott brought suit to recover 


ils freedom, contending his transfer 
o Illinois and the northern part of 
'OUlslana territory had made him a 
ree man. 


Opinion Delivered 


The case was carried to the su- 


reme court of the United States 


which handed down its decision on 
March 6, 1857, two days after the 


Scott's fate, the opinion went on to 
attack tho validity ot th* Missouri 
Compromise for the reason that one 
of the 
constitutional 
functions of 


congress was the protection of prop- 
erty, that slaves lind been recognized 
in the constitution as property and 
consequently congress was hound to 
protect and not to prohibit slavery 
in the territories. 


The. decision enraged abolitionists 


who violently denounced it as an at- 
tempt by southern sympathisers on 
the supreme bench to nld the cause 
of slavery.
